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Ex-Green Beret Fears Fall 
Of Vietnam , Thailand, V.S.

CHESAPEAKE CITY 
Md., June 27— Tom Holling- 
sworth, who spent 49 
months as a Green Beret in 
Vietnam, thinks that after 
Vietnam falls to the Com- 
munists, Thailand will be 
next. 

And not long after that — 
1975, to be exact— he thinks 
the U.S. will be red instead 
of red, white and blue. 

A tall, handsome pilot, 
Hollingworth flies around 
the United States now on 
behalf of fundamentalist, pa- 
triot: preacher Billy James 
Hargis of Tulsa. Hargis’ pub- 
lishing and broadcasting 
ministry is dedicated to 
warning Americans about 
the evils of communism. 

Hollingsworth and the 
Bev, Charles V. Secrest, an- 
other Hargis evangelist, 
brought the “Christian anti- 
communist" fight to this 
small town at the head of 
Chesapeake Bay Saturday 
night. They were disap- 
pointed that only about 50 
persons showed up for their 
rally in Bohemia Manor 
High School. 

The audience consisted 
mostly of middle-age cou- 
ples, a few of whom brought 
their : teen-age children. As 
the meeting began they 
were called to the front of 
the auditorium, leaving be- 
hind them hundreds of un- 
used folding chairs that had 
been set up for the meeting. 

Christian Crusade proudly 
bills Hollingsworth as “the 
man who knows” about Viet- 
nam, Laos and Cambodia be- 
■; cause he was there. 

When Hollingsworth looks 


back on it, being in Vietnam 
was a pretty grim experi- 
ence. Second only to the 
Communist menace in ' his 
talk were his complaints 
about the people of South 
Vietnam. . 

“There are many bad 
things about the war,” said 
Hollingsworth, but “living 
with people turned out to be 
one of the big problems.’’ 
He said, “If you can’t hear 
the Vietnamese coming, you 
can smell them coming for 
half a mile.” - 

“There are a lot of things 
worse than being shot at 
when you live with these 
people,” he said. 

But because Holling- 
sworth now sees commun- 
ism coming over the shores 
and up the streets of the 
United States, he says he 
feels it is necessary to per- 
sist in achieving a military 
victory in Vietnam. This con- 
viction was corroborated for 
him, he explained, by his 
study of the Communist 
Manifesto when he entered 
the Special Forces. 

What does he think the 
South Vietnamese want? 

“They could not care less 
about democracy or com- 
munism,” said Holling- 
sworth, apparently having 
no difficulty with the idea 
that most Vietnamese are 
not choosing their way of 
life and war. 

He said that he and his 
men once asked a village 
chieftain what he thought 
about the death of one of 
South Vietnam’s leaders. “He 
didn’t know what we were 
talking about,” said Holling- 
sworth. He said the chief- 
tain turned to the American

soldiers and said, “I’m sorry 
your friend was killed.” 
Though not mentioning 
the Mylai massacre by 
name, Hollingsworth criti- 
cized “these liberal newspa- 
pers that write about Ameri- 
can soldiers killing women 
and children.” 

He said he didn’t know of 
one woman or child killed 
by Americans without cause, 
adding that if a sniper 
would aim at him he would 
turn around immediately 
and shoot. “And if it hap- 
pened to be a woman, that’s 
tough.” 

Women have come in 
handy as snipers, said Hol- 
lingsworth. "We started 
using women as snipers as 
far back as 1962,” he said. 
“You put a woman out there 
along a road and she’ll sit 
there for four hours and not 
move. A man can’t do it.” 

He explained that a doc- 
tor had told him that women 
are physically better suited 
than men for such activity. 
Men, being wider at the top, 
are top heavy and can’t sit 
for long periods of time. But 
women, being wider at the 
bottcm, can. 

Both men said they see 
signs of a Communist “take- 
over” throughout the UB. 
Mr- Secrest said the Com- 
munists had rescheduled the 
date for their takeover of 
the country. It used to be 
1965. But because of World 
War II, he said, “they had to 
put it off to 1975.” 

Mr. Secrest said he sees 
two signs of the pending 
takeover. One is the in- 
creasing number of day-care 
centers in America— “they i 
believe in getting, the chil- J 
dren out of the home and • 
away from the influence of i 
their parents.” 1 < 

The other sign, he said, is 
a. recent announcement that ; 
Mack Trucks, Inc., is consid- 
ering building trucks in Rus- 
sia. 

‘We’re going over and 
build trucks that will some. 1 
day be riding down through \ 
Chesapeake City . . .” 

There was a slight gasp 
from one person in the audi- 
ence. 
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
